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(in) Remarks On The Amendment To The Claims: 

Claims 1, 10, 21, 35, 36 and 45 have been amended so that the probes are up to 30 
subunits in length. As all of the probing nucleobase sequences are longer than 10 
subunits in length this amendment is intended to clarify the claim language. This 
amendment is being made as a consequence of a discussion with the Examiner 
regarding USSN 09/520,760 on August 6, 2004. 

Other amendments to Claims 10 and 21 are being made to clarify the claim 
language. In some cases the amendment merely removes preamble language that is 
typically given no patentable weight by The Office. 

It is believed that no new matter has been added.
